THE HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT 

The Home Economics Department of Martin College is one of thè 
strongest departments of thè College. There are twenty students who 
are taking a full course in Home Economics. Of this number there are 
six — Christine Vaughan, Kathryne Hendricks, Maurine Harlon, Ruth 
Locker, Virginia Ray and Madelyn Shelton, who will receive certificates. 

One of thè main projects for thè Senior Home Economics class for 
thè year was thè supervision of thè Tea Room. This is not only a place 
for thè girls to spend their leisure time and extra pennies but it gives 
thè Tea Room girls an opportunity of learning, managing, buying and 
financing. The profits from thè Tea Room were spent to more adequately 
equip thè Home Economics Department. (The Home Economics Depart- 
ment was redecorated last summer). 

The exhibits, which included designing and rug-making, stressed color 
and harmony. Construction work included dress construction and child 
development problems with a display of child helping garments. 

The freshman course in Home Economics consists of courses in orig- 
inai designing, construction of self help garments, designed by thè Bureau 
of Home Economics at Washington, child care, house planning and a gen- 
erai course in foods. The senior course consists of originai designing and 
color harmonies, home management, advanced courses in foods, and 
clothing crafts, and thè renovating of dresses. 

Under thè apt instruction and leadership of Mrs. Walter B. Smith, 
this department has enlarged its courses and scope of work.
